And what, will it be nothing for thee righteouſly to be en- 
rich'd and honour'd by ſuch continual Acceſſes as this ſhall oc- 
caſion ? Will it be nothing that thou, like a Burning-Glaſs, be a 
collective Inſtrument of all the ſeveral glorious Rays of GOD's 
Churches when tranſcendentally illuminated, and pure according 
to his perſonal modelling; and while, like a common Mother, 
thou multiply and magnify their ſeveral Heats and Luſtrey 
in particular, and then returneſt them back ſo immix'd in their 
fulleſt Vigour and Glory to all in general?

And thus now, is it poſſible but that we be wiſer than al 
when GOD who teaches us is ſa? Is it poſſible we be poor, 
when he who is all-provident aims to enrich us by his particular 
holy Monitions, and ſo ſtrives to prevent us of Poverty? And 
ſo is it poſſible but that we be ſtronger than all, when GOD 
himſelf, and who is omnipotent, fights for us, and reſolves for.

Theſt Books thus finiſh'd, and the Spirit by various Moni- 


tions confirming me that what I had done in them was true, 
according to his purpoſe, and as whereby he intended a univer- 
fat and perpetual Converſation with Man; 1 thereon printes 
them: and the Books being once publick in the world, 1 hop'd 
now I might have reſt to my Mind at leaſt, whether they were 
accepted or not. | | 

But Reſt comes not to my ſhare: The Spirit now knowing 
that I underſtood his Language, urg'd me on Rill to heed his 
Monitions as moſt good and uſeful, and not to reſt barely on 

compaſſing his Language, | 

On this, thro his DireRtions, I begun this m following Pres 
of Betheſda, digeſting my various long Diary Monitions by It 
to their various leads but here ſtralf it Neun to me that 
as the Spirit Arx to me for above this thirteen Years, 
with my econtinu'd Attendance to him, in a molt pertinent 
Chain of Diſcoukle, ſo 1 could perceive that his Delign int 
was double. | Flut, 
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Firſt, Publick; ſhewing me that I muſt a poar as a new Eli. 
jah to the World, andas a new Apoſtle of Chriſt for ſettling 
his Kingdom and New Jeruſalem in the world: and to which pur- 

oſe he furniſh'd me with hundreds and hundreds of Monitions, 

irecting me how I ſhould inſtruct the Churches and Nations 
upon Earth to his Will ſo reveal'd, and in which caſe all are 
requir'd and bound to attend to ſuch the Will of GOD thro 
me; I may ſay, even they who ſhall decline to follow me in 
my Skill as too laborious for their Search and Purſuit, as well 
as thoſe that do, 

And Secondly, Private z whereby he gave me all neceſſary 
Advices for Health, Wealth, Friends and Enemys, gc. in- 
deed revealing their very Wag, and Deſigns to me by 
them: And what remain'd then, but that I obey him both pri- 
vately and publickly ? and accordingly thereon you ſee I am ex- 
ecuting Nis Orders, and whoſo will may follow me. | 

The Spirit initiated me in this Skill at the Age of about 
three or four and thirty Years, to obviate, as I conceive, that 
my firſt Overtures herein ſhould not be judg'd of as raſh or in-
